At about 1.15 a.m. on October 28, a Japanese 
named Okajima, accompanied by two Japanese women, 
whilst proceeding to his home on Point Road in a 
hired motor car, via Tungchow Road, was stopped at 
the corner of Tungchow and Point Roads by C.P.C.s 
13519 and 2784 en duty in that vicinity, who informed 
the chauffeur of the car that Point Road from Tungchow 
Road to Chaoufoong Road was ckosed to traffic 
ewing to road excavation taking place. Gn the 
chauffeur attempting to turn the car around, Mr. 
Okajima left the vehicle and removed the barrier and 
two red lamps to the side of the road and ordered 
the Chauffeur to proceed which he refused to do. 

On the policemen remonstrating with Mr. Okajima for 
his action, he caught hold of the pistol lanyard of 
C.P.C. 1519 who had to struggle to set himself free. 
The car by this time had left the scene and the 
policeman took Mr. Okajima to Harbin Road Police 
Station to have the matter cleared up. On inquiries 
being completed Mr. Okajim was allowed to go. There 
ia absglutely no truth in the statement that a Chinese 
policemen pointed his pistol at Mr.Okajima.
